See what carpet color can do for you! 



More than just pretty, your new carpet 
coloring can work decorating magic. You 
know, of course, that glowing tones will 
warm a cold room, a north exposure, a 
bleak or frequently foggy outlook. It 
can also enhance the hospitable air of 
an already pleasant living room, add 
a welcome note to your entrance hall, 
cheer passageways. 

Conversely, a cool color will temper a 
sunny room—but you may also want a 
cool carpet color for its restfulness in 
your bedroom, or as a quiet foundation 
for a special treasure, like a picture 
window vista, a fine painting. Use car¬ 
pet coloring to make a small room look 
larger, or to unify adjoining rooms, again 
increasing the apparent size. Remember, 
dark furniture will stand out against a 
pale rug, and vice versa. 

Don’t forget — but don’t exaggerate 
housekeeping problems: you’d hardly 
choose a very light rug for where the 
children race in and out, nor a very 
dark one, however smart, where the 
dust problem is unbeatable. 


COOL: Above, an elegant green, 
repeated on the walls, makes the 
space seem larger while the smart 
beige carpet bouquets enliven the de¬ 
cor, point up the rare prints. Bige¬

W ARM: at right, use the soft golden 
glow of this carpet to define your 
rich furniture woods, your colorful 
accessories.
